Set in order the things that are wanting 

The Church is the House of God, the pillar and geround 
of the truth. Whatever serves to strengthen its columns, 
to increase its proportion, symmetry and beauty, must be 
vegarded as highly important. When we consider the 
state of society generally ; the limited extent of know!l- 
edge, especially upon religious subjects ; the derange- 
ment ever liable to take place in the best system ; when 


we consider the qualifications of many of our church-| 


members, and also of many, who are called to the munis- 
try of the word ;—it would be wonderful indeed, if there 
were not many things that required to be set in order. 
While the Pastors of our churches address themselves to 
this part of their labour, with exemplary diligence and 
zeal, they need the co-operation ofthe churches ; other- 
wise, their labours must necessarily be ineffectual. 

The subject, which | now wish to lay before the pub- 
lic, —one which, | apprehend, has not received proper at- 
tention in our churches, but one on which their prospert- 
ty greatly depends,—is, The approbation of young men 
for (ie ministry. ‘ 

The importance of the subject appears from the faet, 
that there are 3520 churches of the Baptist denomination 
in the United States, and only 2485 ministers ; conse- 
quently, 1035 young men are irnmediately wanted to 
supply the deficiency in our own denomination. Nor 1s 
this all: the number of those in the ministry is annually 
diminishing, and the number of churches annually in- 
creasing, in our old and new settlements ; and there yet 
remaineth very much land to be possessed. We want 
io see our widely extending population, in every town 
and village, supplied with able ministers of the New ‘Tes- 
tament, who will shew unto the people the way of salva- 
tion. Without passing the boundaries of our own coun- 
iry, we find enough to awaken all our energies, enough 
io cali forth our ardent and incessant prayers, that the 
Lord of the harvest would send forth labourers into his 
harvest. But christian charity seeketh not her own, she 
clasps the world in her benevolent embrace. She longs 
i» see the pure river of the water of life rolling its re- 
f-eshing streams toecvery part of the inhabited earth. 
She consequently delights in Missions, foreign as well 
as domestic. When we consider the number of destitute
